Act  which  give  the  Council  power  to  remove  to  suitable  premises,  persons 
who  are  net  able  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other 
persons  adequate  care  and  attention. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  ON  THE  TUTA1TII  SERVTCN^;  FOR  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities.  The  Public  Health  Service  Laboratory  closed 
at  the  end  of  August,  1 971  „ Since  then  Laboratory  Facilities  have  been 
provided  by  the  Hospital  Laboratory,  Friarage  Hospital,  Northallerton. 

(b)  Hospitals , ( c ) Clinics  and  Treatments  Centres , ( d)  Ambulance  Service. 

(e)  Nurgidig . Jleryi ffes. 

These  are  provided  Nationally  and  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
reasonabley  adequate  although  subject  to  strain  in  a large  and  somewhate 
sparsely  populated  area,  with  infrequent  local  public  transport. 

One  full  time  Health  Visitor,  two  District  Nurse/Midwives/Health 
Visitors  and  one  District  Nurse/llidwif e employed  by  the  North  Riding  County 
Council,  carry  out  duties  required  by  the  above  sections  of  the  Act  in  the 
District.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  ’.rater  supply  authority  for  the  District  is  the  Northallerton 
and  the  Dales  Water  Board0  Throughout  the  year,  routine  bacteriological 
samples  were  taken  by  the  Board  and  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service « 

DATA  SUPPLIED  BY  THE  SURVEYOR  & CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Construction  of  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  has  proceeded 
steadily  during  the  year  although  by  the  middle  of  1971  difficulties  aid 
delays  were  arising  on  the  Bumeston,  Carthorpe  & Theakston  Scheme  which 
should  have  been  completed  at  the  end  of  February.  It  is  now  apparent 
that  this  Scheme  will  not  be  completed  until  well  into  1972. 

Construction  work  on  the  Scheme  to  serve  the  village  of  Kirklington 
was  commenced  in  August  and  sewer  laying  was  proceeding  satisfactorily  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  At  the  same  time,  work  was  begun  on  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  Site  and  the  Scheme  is  programmed  to  be  completed  in  October 
1972.  At  the  present  time  there  seems  no  reason  why  this  completion  date 
should  not  be  met. 

Over  recent  years,  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Bedale  have  become 
overloaded  due  to  the  large  amount  of  development  which  has  taken  place  in  the 
town  and  surrounding  area  and  as  a result,  it  became  necessary  to  prepare  a 
Scheme  for  exxending  the  Works.  The  proposed  extension  received  approval 
and  construction  work  commenced  in  May.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Scheme 
was  virtually  completed  and  the  Quality  of  the  effluent  is  already  showing 
signs  of  considerable  Improvement . 

Whilst  the  above  mentioned  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Work 
have  been  pressed  forward,  the  Council  was  also  looking  to  the  next  Scheme 
on  its  programme,  namely,  the  West  Tanfield  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  which  is 
Planned  to  commence  early  in  1973 • This  Joint  Scheme  will  take  the  sewage 

from  the  villages  of  West  Tanfield,  Nosterfield,  Thornborough  and  Well  to  a 
single  Purification  Works  to  be  built  on  a site  to  the  East  of  West  Tanfield  Village. 

The  Council  is  now  looking  at  the  few  remaining  small  villages  and  hamlets 
where  mains  sewerage  facilities  are  still  required  so  that  design  and 
construction  work  can  be  properly  programmed. 


' 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  >. 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  over  the  whole  of  the 
District  and  bins  are  collected  from  and  returned  to  their  normal  places  of 
storage.  Bulky  household  refuse  is  collected  by  arrangement  with  householders 
when  requested. 

The  older  of  the  Council's  two  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  became  due  for 
replacement  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  with  a view  to  achieving  more 
speed3r  and  efficient  working  it  was  decided  to  replace  it  with  a new  and 
larger  machine  provided  with  continuous  loading  equipment.  The  vehicle 
finally  selected  was  the  harrier  rMuslcateer 1 Model  and  delivery  is  expected 
early  in  1972, 

The  number  of  ash  pits  in  the  Area  is  being  steadily  reduced  as  mains 
sewerage  facilities  become  available  and  housing  improvement  schemes  are 
completed.,  and  one  hopes  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  this  method  of 
storing  refuse  will  completely  vanish,,  In  the  meantime,  however,  a cleansing 
service  is  provided  which  allows  for  ash  pits  to  be  emptied  approximately 
once  every  5 to  6 weeks. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Leeming  Bar  refuse  tip  and  to 
a much  lesser  extent  in  the  Bedalo  tip  which  is  now  practically  full.  These 

tips  are  maintained  in  as  neat  and  tidy  a condition  as  possible  by  regularly 
levelling  with  8.  tractor  provided  with  a 'dozer'  blade. 

The  Council's  Rodent  Operator  systematically  treats  the  tips  so  that  rat 
inf  e s cations  do  ncu  occur ,

Housing  Development  in  the  Area  as  a whole  has  continued  at  a very 
satisfactory  rate  end  during  the  year  31  private  houses  wore  completed  together 
with  25  Council  Dwellings, 

The  25  houses  completed  by  the  Council  are  on  one  Site  and  were  all 
specially  designed  to  accommodate  old  people.  This  Development  includes 
accommodation  for  a Warden  who  assists  and  cares  for  the  aged  tenants „ The 
surrounding  area  is  suitably  landscaped  and  the  whole  Development,  it  is 
considered,  provides  excellent  accommodation  and  facilities  for  the  older  members 
of  the  community. 

The  improvement  of  sub-standard  houses  has  been  encouraged  wherever 
possible  and  during  the  year,  12  Discretionary  Grants  and  6 Standard  Grants 
were  made  available  to  owners  of  such  property. 

MEAT  AMD  FOOD  INSPECTION 


The  slaughtering  of  livestock  for  human  consumption  continues  to  be  an 
important  industry  in  the  Area  and  during  the  year,  4,139  beasts,  12,591  sheep 
and  81,829  pigs  were  dealt  with.  Every  enimal  was  inspected  and  passed  as  fit 
for  food  before  the  meat  was  allowed  to  leave  the  slaughtering  premises. 

Details  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and  meat  condemned  are  given  in 
Appendix  No.  1 to  this  Report. 
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POULTRY  INSPECTION 

The  number  of  poultry  slaughtered  in  the  year  is  very  small,  only 
one  owner/ occupied  premises  being  involved > This  is  inspected  at  frequent 
intervals  but  routine  inspection  of  the  fowls  is  not  possible  and  therefore 
records  cannot  conveniently  be  kept® 

FOOD  HYGIRNE* 

Four  Bakehouses  are  in.  operation  in  the  District  and  these,  together  with 
five  premises  where  cooked  meat  and  meat  products  are  produced,  are  inspected 
at  regular  intervals  - The  premises  are  all  satisfactory  and  one  of  the 
bakehouses  is  to  be  reconstructed  and  modernised  at  an  early  date,. 

Food  shops  are  visited  on  a routine  basis  and  any  faults  found  are  quickly 
rectified* 

Fresh  milk  supplies  for  the  Area  are  supplied  by  Wholesale  Dairies  and 
delivered  ready  bottled,  by  local  retailers  who  collect  and  return  empty 
bottles  to  the  wholesalers  for  cleansing,.  The  Retailers  have  refrigerated 
storage  accommodation  for  the  bottled  milk  and  no  action  in  connection  with 
milk  supplies  has  been  necessary*

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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  retains  the  services  of  a trained  Rodent  Operator  to 
deal  with  vaoinin  infestations  in  the  Area  together  with  the  routine 
servicing  of  the  Council’s  properties  including  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
disposal  works. 

During  the  year,  two  major  infestations  and  twenty-eight  minor 
infestations  were  dealt  with.  The  services  of  the  Rodent  Operator  are 
provided  free  of  charge  for  treating  infestations  in  dwellinghouses  and 
on  a net  cost  basis  for  Farms,  Businesses  and  other  premises, 

OFFICES  ♦ SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PRMLSES  ACT, 

Forty-six  premises  employing  3.83  persons  were  Registered  at  the  end 
of  the  year  and  31  visits  to  inspect  these  premises  were  made.  One  exemption 
is  in  force  under  the  Act  in  respect  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  a small  lock-up 
FACTORIES  ACT,  shop.
